Plan To Require Ratification 


Of Reciprocal Accords Is

WASHINGTON, March 30 — The 
reciprocal trade program, a funda­ 
m ental adm inistration policy and 
potential 
campaign 
issue, 
sur­ 
vived a crucial senate test late yes­ 
terday when a three-vote majority 
killed en amendment to require 
senate ratification of trade agree­ 
ments. 
Administration lieutenants, who 
considered the amendment a death 
w arrant for the program, were jubi­ 
lant over the 44 to 41 vote. 
Sen. Harrison (D) of Mississippi, 
floor manager for the legislation 
extending the program three years, 
told reporters: 
“The fight is over now. 
I think 
we’ll pass the bill Tuesday." 


Foes To Continue FlQht 
Foes of the trade policy made it 
clear, however, that they will keep 
on fighting for other restrictive 
amendments. 
Yesterday s vote found Republi­ 
cans solidly for the ratification. 
The amendment—W’hich sought to 
make trade agreem ents ineffective 
until approved by a two-thirds sen­ 
ate majority-—was supported by the 
21 Republicans present, 18 Demo­ 
crats. one 
Progressive and one 
FarmeM.*borUe. 
Opposing were 
43 Democrats and one independent. 
The vote is regarded as a major 
victory for Secretary of State Hull, 
who has preached reciprocal trade 
ever since he took office. The tall 
Tennessean has argued that the 
program is more necessary than 
ever now to offset war-made eco­ 
nomic dislocations and to promote 
lasting peace when hostilities end.

Donahey of Ohio and Schwartx of 
Wyoming—voted fgalnst th* ratifi­ 
cation proposal and were credited 
widely with saving the administra­ 
tion’s prestige. 
A switch of two 
votes would have made the score: 
aye—43; nay—42. 
The legislation, already approved 
by the house, would extend presi­ 
dential authority to make tariff 
trades with foreign nations until 
June 12. 1943. 
The administration 
has negotiated 22 trade gareeraents 
since the program first was en­ 
acted in 1934.

"licensed and unrestrained” vice 
resorts, says a report of the Stark 
county grand jury which returned 
22 secret indictments following a 
three-day Investigation of vice con­ 
ditions.

“In February, 1540, there were In 
excess of 30 houses, housing almost 
IOO prostitutes. . . .

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PRESIDENT SEES 
SCANT HOPE FOR 
PEACE IN EUROPE 


Roosevelt Declares Welles’ 


Data Will Be Of Greatest 


Value lf Time Comes 


By Thy Annodated Pre**, 
WASHINGTON. March 30 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt says there Is scant 
“Immediate" prospect for any Just 
and lasting peace in Europe but 
that the information which Sum ner 
Welles obtained abroad will he of 
greatest value when the time comes 
to establish such a peace. 
Tho chief executive read a state­ 
ment to this effect at his press 
conference late yesterday, break- 
ing the official silence which had 
been 
maintained 
concerning 
the 
visit of t|»e undersecretary of state 
to European capitals. 
Mr. Roosevelt emphasized, how­ 
ever. that ‘‘Immediate” m eant im­ 
mediate and not the distant future, 
and that of course no one could 
tell from day to day what develop­ 
ments will take place. 
So Peace Ie 'Possible* 
Thus he did not predude the po*- 
slblllty that peace might come with­ 
out a long war. 
"Even 
though 
there 
may 
be 
scant Immediate prospect for the 
establishment of any Just, stable 
and lasting peace in Europe,” his 
formal statem ent Mid, "the infor­ 
mation made available to this gov. 
ernment as a result of Mr. Welles* 
mission 
will 
undoubtedly 
he 
of 
the greatest v a lu e when the time 
comes for 
the establishm ent of 
such a peace.” 
The prediction that the under­ 
secretary’s 
data 
would 
he most 
useful stirred 
speculation 
as 
to 
whether the President might make 
a move for peace when he judged 
the time Is ripe. 
Mr. Roosevelt reiterated in his 
statem ent yesterday that Welles' 
had not m ade any peace proposals 
or comm itm ents and had not re­ 
ceived any. 
He maintained the position that 
specific information given to the 
state departm ent official by the 
Italian, German. French and Brit­ 
ish 
governments 
would 
be 
re­ 
garded as entirely confidential.

Th# executive M id Welles’ trip 
to Rome and the belligerent capi­ 
tals had resulted “in a clarifica­ 
tion of th e relations betw een the 
United States and the countries 
which he visited” and added that 
he thought it would “assist In cer­ 
tain instances in the development 
cf better understanding and more 
friendly relatione".
